There is practically nothing happening on the other world 
fronts, except for an aerial encounter of a couple of British planes 
with a few French planes over Algeria. Militarily, this does not 
mean a thing, but the fight might have great consequences in 
the political field as far as France's attitude is concerned. Laval 
is under Axis pressure to join all out in the war. Mussolini is 
being used as a bludgeon against Vichy. He threatens to take 
Nice, Corsica and Savoy. Hitler promises France “protection” 
in exchange for military help (the fleet). Laval is still afraid of 
the French people. Now a British flight over Algeria and the 
ensuing skirmish might provide Laval with an alibi for joining 
with Hitler openly. ,

Such CIO 
bodies as the National Maritime Union have 
set the pace. For the first time in history, 
an AFL Machinists local on the West Coast 
voted down its color bars and admitted Negro 
workers to full and equal membership. 

These are straws in the wind, indicating 
the democratic character of our war to beat 
Hitler, and showing that fair-minded white 
Americans have less and less patience with 
the needless inequalities and indignities 
heaped upon Negro citizens. The people are 
beginning to see that the fight for the 
equality of the Negro people in the war 
effort is a win-the-war fight. 

Those employers and other forces in our 
national life which continue the disgraceful 
injustices against Negro Americans must be 
sternly and quickly dealt with as endanger- 
ing our war program. In the swift and 
patriotic response of Dorie Miller and Joe 
Louis to their country’s call, the Negro 
people show that they cannot place condi- 
tions to the all-out participation in the war 
to smash the Hitler Axis which is particu- 
larly the enemy of minority groups. The 
defeatist and the business-as-usual employer 
must not be allowed to place discriminatory 
conditions and obstacles to the equal and 
enthusiastic participation of the Negroes in 
the war effort.

19. The Left Wing and Labor 
Unity 


In order that national unity behind the Govern- 
ment may be achieved in the highest degree it is 
necessary that organized labor itself develop 
the maximum possible unity inside its own ranks. 
This unity should be within the various trade unions, 
between the CIO and the A. F. 
of L., and also upon an interna- 
tional scale. To bring about this 
vital unity it is imperative that 
attention be focused upon the 
central issue of winning the war; 
that all those elements who are 
out to defeat Hitler stand to- 
gether, relegating to minor con- 
sideration questions which have 
separated them in the past. The 
indispensable unity of labor, as 
the basis for national unity and 
as a major condition for winning 
the war, should be the guidepost 
for all of labor’s militant forces. The Communists 
and progressive elements generally should be and are 
the most active advocates of labor unity, particularly 
in the form of joint cooperation of all of labor's 
forces in support of the national war effort. 

With relatively few exceptions—such as the hand- 
picked official henchmen of John L. Lewis and W. L. 
Hutcheson—the leaders of all branches of the trade 
union movement are ‘oyally supporting the war 
against Hitlerism. This lays a sound basis for active 
cooperation between them, even the conservative ele- 
ments, and the left wing. In many cases conservative 
trade union leaders are somewhat hesitant about 
entering into cooperation with the left, which they 
have fought aggressively for years. But in the main,

aside from the disruptive efforts of the Lewis 


forces, there is at present the highest degree of unity 
within the ranks of the American trade union move- 
ment at any time in its history. The Communists 
are doing everything possible to strengthen and in- 
+ ago this labor unity, so necessary for winning 
the war 


Together with the cultivation of labor unity, in 
fact as an indispensable part of it, there must also 
be a frank discussion and evaluation of organized 
labor’s war policies. In these days of urgent national 
emergency the trade union movement has a vast task 
to perform in the war mobilization of our peopie, 
and the trade union leadership bears a heavy re- 
sponsibility. Therefore, it must expect that its poli- 
cies and actions should be the subjects of constructive 
criticism. This is essential if the trade union move- 
ment is to meet its tasks fully. Communists and 
other progressive forces bear a full share of respon- 
sibility for such friendly criticism. It would be a 
false conception of trade union unity, however, to 
slur over the need of an active struggle against the 
Lewisites, Trotakyites, Coughlinites, Thomasites, and 
other such elements who undermine or sabotage the 
national war effort. 

Within the scope of the developing trade union 
unity, with its accompanying internal constructive 
criticism, there is also the need to cultivate the 
spontaneous war activities of the great membership 
masses of the trade union movement. The workers 
are enthusiastically supporting the national war 
effort, and their role is not simply to’ wait for detailed 
instructions from above. Their initiative, in line with 
the general pro-war policies of the labor movement, 
should be stimulated. Every local union, every central 
labor body, every state council, every national union, 
of both the CIO and A. F. of L. should be animated 
with a sense of responsibility for the war effort and 
encouraged to take the initiative in war work. In 
more than one instance—for example, in the ques- 
tions of united labor action and the development of 
an all-around economic program—some affiliated or- 
ganizations were quicker on the trigger than the 
national trade union centers themselves. In cultivat- 
ing this sense of spontaneity and initiative in war 
work by the local labor bodies all pro-war forces, 
including the Communists, have a very important 
task. 

If the trade union leadership bears a heavy re- 
sponsibility in the present war situation, so, too, do 
the Communists and progressives, whether they are 
union officials or not. They must know how to or- 
ganize collaboration with leaders and forces with 
whom they had long been in opposition; they must 
learn how to make their criticisms and programs 


leaders who are genuinely supporting the war. In 
sum, they must at all times keep their eyes upon the 
main task of winning the war and of mobilizing to 
the utmost labor's unity and strength to this end. 


Nazi Tanks Mauled at Kharkov 


(By Wireless to Inter-Continent News 

MOSCOW, May 20—Great tank 
battles are raging all along the 
Kharkov battlefront ancl Nazi losses 
in mechanized equipment are soar- 
ing, Red Army Colonel Kolomeitsev 
revealed today in a dispatch from 
the front. 

Starting with the second day 
of Marshal Semyon Timoshenko's 
smashing offensive, the Germans 
threw in masses of tanks and planes 
in violent counter-attacks, vainly 
attempting to stem the advance of 
Soviet troops who have pierced sev- 
eral sectors of the front.

NAZIS GROW CAUTIOUS 


“In the days following the fascist 
tanks showed less fighting fervor, 


“German infantry follow in the 
wake of every tank echelon, run- 
ning from side to side when fire is 
opened on the tanks and on them. 
The German infantry, as is known, 
will not go into battle without 
tanks. This is particularly true of 
the enemy’s ‘Spring infantry.’ For 
the greater part they are composed 
of novices shipped from France and 
mobilized in Germany proper 
(among the latter many are no 
more than 18 or 19 years old). 

“In an affort to bring about 
closer interaction between tanks 
and infantry, the Germans today 
often use armored trailers towed by 
tanks, Col. Kolomeitsey revealed. 

This type of vehicle naturally be- 
comes immobile when the tanks 
themselves are checked by anti- 
tank fire, leaving the infantry ex- 
posed. 

KNOCK OUT 77 TANKS 

“At one of the sectors,” Col. Kolo- 
meitsev continued, “the Germans 
threw 150 tanks towing a large 
number of armored trailers into a 
counter-attack in an attempt to 
drive a wedge into Soviet lines. So- 
viet units destroyed 77 tanks and 
broke up the enemy counter-attack. 

Soviet infantry is displaying re- 
markable courage and skill in cym- 
bating tanks. Whereas in the sum- 
mer of last year the appearance of 
enemy tanks sometimes led to nerv- 
ousness among Soviet infantry- 
men, it is an entirely different mat- 
ter today. Here are two instances of 
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rupt this interaction between the 
enemy forces. In one sector more 
than 20 bombers and fighter planes 


tacked by Soviet fighters who 
brought down three fascist bomb- 
ers. 

BOMB OWN TROOPS 


“The rest ot the German planes, 
backing out of combat, released 
their bomb load on the dispositions 
of their own troops.

- Not Sports—But About a Truly 
> #£aGreat American; ART YOUNG 


We've been struggling for slightly more than an 
hour for a decent “lead” for this column. That is, a lead 
which would justify its being on the sports page rather 
than elsewhere in the paper. 

But although Art Young did draw sport cartoons as a young news- 
paper cartoonist in Chicago, he is a great enough figure in this world 
of ours to make this or any other column without the benefit of a 
tricky lead. 


Suffice ta caw Art Vaune was a enent cartoonist mes and d still 
today, for all his 76 years, a constant reader of the DAILY WORKER 


page. 

By the happiest of chances we ran into him the other night in a 
Chinese restaurant on 14th St. He was just finishing his meal when 
we strolled in with a lady friend. We immediately joined him as he 
greeted us, full smile, hearty handshake, and his ever-present cigar. 

Art Young is legend by now, one of the truly great figures of our 
time. At the turn of the century he already was one of the greatest 
cartoonists in the country. 

Coming from a small town in Wisconsin, an ambitious young 
artist, raring to make “good” in the big city, it didn’t take bim long 
te learn how corrupt and dishonest the “impartial” newspapers were. 

From his first days on the Chicago Tribune, as viciously reactionary 
then, in the 1880's, as it is today, Art strove for the truth, struggled to 
put on drawing paper the things he saw, heard, felt and sensed. 

Nothing could swerve him from this path, not the temptation of 
fame, great wealth, security, social success. 

He came into the radical movement at the time of the Haymarket 
Massacre in 1886 when as an artist for a Chicago newspaper he was 
assigned to cover the hanging of the four leaders of the struggle for 
the eight-hour day. At first he thought the Chicago labor martyrs 
guilty, and even drew a cartoon depicting them as bomb throwing 
anarchists. 

But that was as far as Art went on the side of reaction. Soon after 
he learned the truth about Albert Parsons, August Spies, Fischer and 
‘Lingg, and from that time on he threw his wonderful talent and un- 
‘flagging honesty on the side of the working class, on the side of truth 
and progress. 

He is the dean of American cartoonists, the idol and inspiration 
of such great artists as Gropper, Ellis, Fitzpatrick and Bob Minor of 

the Communist Party, who was one of the greatest cartoonists in the 
world before he gave up his art for a leading position in the American 

labor movement. 

: Talking to this great man is the highest of privileges. He has seen 

‘many of the great events of American and world history and has not 
lost one bit of his effeverscent enthusiasm for, and faith in, the triumph 

ot democracy over reaction. 

: Some of his cartoons are everlasting masterpieces of the highest 

‘kind. In the days when the labor movement was just beginning to stir 

he was a voice of clarity, a pillar of devotion and strength. 

It wasn't easy to be a revolutionary in those days, but Art never 
stopped punching, never gave up hope. 

He attacked reaction with fierce satire and ridicule. He made the 
enemies of the people squirm with his acid pen. 

We plied Art with questions about the past, but he countered most 
of them with queries of the future, for he is, as always, a man of the 

‘future, a man of great hope. 
; “How is Browder feeling?” he asked anxiously. 

“I was alone Saturday when my son Don phoned me the great 

news. He and his family were jumping up and down wildly, and 
that's what I felt like doing, but I was alone at the time and had to
